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Driver faces charges in November crash 


Vincent Albertson pleads ‘not guilty’ 
to vehicular man-slaughter

AGAWAM - A 22-year-old Aga- 
wam man is being charged with 
vehicular manslaughter among 
other charges. He pleaded not guilty 
Wednesday, March 13 in Hampden 
Superior Court. 

Vincent Albertson was charged 
following a car crash that took the 


life of 16-year-old Agawam resident 
Amanda Croistiere last year. 

On Nov. 30, West Springfield po- 
lice responded to an accident near 
109 Morton St. Police allege Alb- 
ertson was driving a 2012 Nissan 
Altima north with four passengers 
when the car veered off the road, 
struck a utility and pole and then 
was flipped on its side, according to 
police reports. 

The crash occurred shortly after 


11:30 p.m. 

Croisetiere, a sophomore at Aga- 
wam High School, was pronounced. 
dead at the scene, police said. Ac- 
cident investigators believe Croise- 
tiere was not wearing a seat belt at 
the time of the crash. 

Following the investigation, Alb- 
ertson was charged with motor ve- 
hicle homicide while driving under 
the influence of liquor. In addition, 
he faces charges of negligent opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle; driving with 
a suspended license; and operating 
under the influence of alcohol, sec- 


ond offense. 

Albertson appeared in court last 
week and was ordered by Judge 
Richard Carey to be held on $25,000 
cash bail after he pleaded not guilty. 
He can either pay the cash bail or 
post a $250,000 surety to appear at 
his next court date and can be re- 
leased. 

The judge has revoked Albert- 
son’s license to operate a motor ve- 
hicle and ordered that he not drink 


alcohol or use drugs. 


When the accident first occurred, 
police were only able to offer speed 


as a factor due to tire marks mea- 
sured at the scene. 

Albertson and three others were 
taken to Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield and then released with 
minor injuries. One of the passen- 
gers was identified as Janel Thies, 
also of Agawam. 

The incident required a mobi- 
lized effort by the Agawam Public 
Schools as they brought their crisis 
team together to handle the unex- 
pected death of a student. A strat- 
egy was discussed and executed as

Schools play budget catch up 


New textbooks coming but committee may want more, sooner

AGAWAM — Fine wine may 
get better with age, but not text- 
books — especially science text- 
books dating back to the 1990s. 

During a brief discussion on the 
upcoming fiscal year 2014 budget 
at the March 12 school committee 
meeting, Superintendent William 
Sapelli told the committee that 
Agawam has a number of aging 
textbooks because of its past bud- 
get history. 

“Five, six, eight, 10 years ago, 
we had level-funded school bud- 
gets. A level-funded budget is 


basically a cut — that’s why last 
year we looked for a level-service 
budget and why we’re looking for 
it again this year,’ he said. 

Sapelli explained that a lev- 
el-funded budget has the same 
amount of money as in the pre- 
vious year, but it doesn’t go as 
far because costs keep going up. 
“Over the years there was no 
money to add for textbooks. So, 
we fell behind and we fell further 
and further behind each year.” 

Sapelli said he plans to priori- 
tize textbook replacement — start- 
ing with the FY14 budget. “Now 
we have a plan to play catch up,” 
he said, adding that while there 
has been a focus on replacing sci- 


ence books, other subjects have 
outdated textbooks as well. 

Several committee members 
said they may recommend add- 
ing more money to the proposed 
FY 14 budget to speed up textbook 
replacement. Sapelli, however, 
suggested that the committee do 
what it can in future budgets to 
purchase more textbooks. “We 
could add $200,000 to this budget 
for books we need. Could we use 
those books? Absolutely.” 

Sapelli said he appreciated the 
committee’s concerns — adding 
that he will do whatever they di- 
rect him to do — but that he wanted 
to be fiscally responsible and keep 
costs down in the FY14 budget. 


“We did prioritize, but we didn’t 
want to be too greedy,” said Sa- 
pelli, who will share the proposed 
budget with the full committee at 
its March 26 meeting. 

Anthony Bonavita, committee 
vice chair and an attorney, likened 
having aging textbooks to practic- 
ing law in 2013 using 1990s laws. 
He said he was shocked to learn 
the age of some of the textbooks, 
but appreciated Sapelli sharing 
that information. 

Bonavita said this is the first 
year that he can recall getting 
data on dates of textbooks. “But 
I'd like to know the dates of all 
our textbooks so I can then make

Town Takes 
Land

The Agawam City Council, at its 
meeting Monday, March 18, voted 
unanimously to take land by emi- 
nent domain for the Connecticut 
River Walk Loop project following 
a public hearing on the matter. Only 
one person — Deborah Dachos, di- 
rector of planning and community 
development — spoke in favor of the 
project. Likewise, only one resident 
spoke against it. 

According to Dachos, the River 
Walk project was started in 1999 
when a grant was obtained by Pio- 
neer Valley

Springfield and Agawam, at which 
time West Springfield-based Fuss 
& O’Neill was contracted to do de- 
sign work. 

The linear park along both sides 
of the Connecticut River was 
planned to extend through the com- 
munities of Agawam, Chicopee, 
Holyoke, Springfield and West 
Springfield. The completed por- 
tions of the River Walk in Agawam 
is a 1.7 mile bike path on River 
Road from Borgatti Park north to 
School Street, running between the 
river bank and River Road. 

Last spring, Department of 
Transportation (DOT) officials 
alerted town officials that the loop 
project was slated for construction 
in 2013. As a result, the town had 
to start the process of obtaining all 
necessary easements. 

“That’s what we’ve been do- 
ing,” Dachos said, adding that the 
project went out to bid with Fuss 
& O’Neill as the only bidder. They 
entered into contract to address all 
the DOT comments on the project 
and began seeking the easements, 
she said. 

The proposed construction proj- 
ect will be funded with $2.4 million 
of state and federal transportation

Historian to present 
Laura Ingalls Wilder

AGAWAM — Little House on the Prairie fans of all ages 
will be able to “meet” Laura Ingalls Wilder at the Agawam 
Public Library on Monday, April 1. 

Wilder will be brought to life by Melanie Stringer, a his- 
torian and life-long “Laura” scholar from New Hampshire. 
Stringer, who began presenting as Laura in 2010, appears 
and interacts with the audience as Laura Ingalls Wilder from 
1894. 

“Tve been playing at being Laura for most of my life. 
When I was small, the TV show was in first run and I learned 
to read with the book series,” said Stringer, who shared how 
she and a cousin would pretend to be the Ingalls girls, com- 
plete with bonnets, imaginary horses and a bed-turned-wag- 
on filled with rations for their move to the West. 

Now a Heritage Studies graduate student at Plymouth 
State University, Stringer started developing her programs 
six years ago. She has researched countless details about the 
pioneer woman, teacher, mother and journalist who began 
writing a series of books about frontier life at the age of 60. 

Stringer has traveled far and wide to experience the places 
where Wilder and her family lived. In July 2011 alone, she 
drove over 6,300 miles from her New Hampshire home to 
visit 13 different sites, some as far away as Iowa and south- 
western Missouri plus the family’s 1894 route through Ne- 
braska to southeastern Kansas. 

“T’ve studied hundreds of sources. Books, articles, pho- 
tographs, census reports, maps, headstones, vital records, 
physical artifacts, home sites and landscapes, and there is 
so much more to investigate. I’ve picked the brains of so 
many librarians, archivists, professors, authors and fellow 
historians as well as other Laura researchers and fans,” said 
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Turley Publications submitted photo 
Melanie Stringer, history and Laura Ingalls Wild- 
er scholar, at the McCone Sodhouses close by 
Laura’s childhood home near Walnut Grove, 
Minn. Stringer will present as “Laura” on April 1 
at Agawam Public Library. 


Stringer, a contributor to “The Homesteader,’ a newsletter 
devoted to fans of Laura. 

Stringer does the presentation entirely in character and her 
reproduction wardrobe is true, down to the last detail. She 
brings along a display of Laura-centric artifacts like house- 
hold items, clothing, photographs and books. 

“A lot of people can be very shy, or don’t think they can 
ask a question of this character from 1894. A lot of times all 
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it takes is a couple of good sports who are willing to play 
along,” said Stringer, who does about 25 performances each 
year. 

“The best part of all is when a person gets very engaged 
and really wants to keep participating even after the program 
has ended,” she said. 

When time allows after the performance, Stringer hap- 
pily puts on her historian hat and picks up where 1894 Lau- 
ra leaves off. She answers many audience questions about 
Wilder, especially ones to clarify fiction and fact about the 
episodes of the popular television series which starred Me- 
lissa Gilbert and the late Michael Landon. 

The “Meet Laura Ingalls Wilder” event will take place at 
6:30 p.m. in the library’s Community Room. This event is 
free to the public.

S ome of the benefits of living in a town 
such as Agawam are the resources 
available for residents to enjoy, includ- 
ing the Agawam Public Library, Agawam 
Senior Center and School Street Park, to 
name just a few. And if the efforts of Betty 
Grimaldi of Grimaldi and Burzdak Real- 
tors pay off, residents here and in neigh- 
boring West Springfield will also be able 
to enjoy the health and recreation benefits 
of the YMCA with a Wellness and Pro- 
gram Center set to open in Agawam Towne 
Square on Springfield Street this fall. 

The topic of physical fitness is one at the 
forefront of discussions between Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen and resident Shelby R. 
Hall-Gibbons, who has coordinated local 
activities to coincide with the Let’s Move 
campaign started by First Lady Michelle 
Obama to eliminate childhood obesity. 

In October, Hall-Gibbons launched a 
community walk down the River Road 
Bike Trail and several other local events to 
spark people’s interest in getting healthy. 

To help students better understand the 
importance of nutrition, the Agawam 
school department has improved the food 
selection available to students and town 
officials have worked in conjunction with 
Stop & Shop Supermarket to hold semi- 
nars on nutrition. 

But the town’s dedication to fitness 
hasn’t stopped there. Cohen has been hard 
at work with YMCA officials to bring the 
Agawam Wellness and Program Center 
(previously known as the Y Express) to 
town, and we applaud those efforts. But 
we can’t rest on our laurels; now is the 
time to work to bring the wellness center 
to fruition. 

The wellness center will occupy the 
space previously home to the Furniture 
Depot, a central location that will impact 
an estimated 6.5 percent of the total popu- 
lations for the two towns, said Grimaldi. 

She is working on behalf of the YMCA 
Project Committee to help raise money 
for the new facility in Agawam and she’s 
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looking for residents’ help to make the fa- 
cility a reality. 

In order to enjoy the benefits of the 
wellness center, though, the YMCA Proj- 
ect Committee needs to raise $500,000 
to cover facility construction and initial 
operating costs. Funding for the project 
will be in the form of financial support 
from the YMCA of Greater Springfield, 
project committee members and _ local 
businesses, government resources and 
private donations, according to Jason Pir- 
nie, executive director, Agawam YMCA 
Wellness and Program Family Center. 


The facility will provide programming for 
teens and active older adults, who Pirnie 
said has been identified by community 
leaders as underserved groups. 

We can’t stress enough the importance 
of a healthy diet and daily exercise, and 
we commend both Grimaldi and Pirnie 
for their efforts to make our community 
healthier. We urge our residents and busi- 
ness owners — especially those who might 
utilize the services of a YMCA storefront 
— to consider a “pledge commitment” as 
part of the fundraiser drive. Pledge dona- 
tions are due by Dec. 31. Donations may

Schools play budget catch up

a better judgment,’ he added. “Frankly, I 
might be willing to put $200,000 in the bud- 
get. To have science books from 1990s is 
disturbing.” 

Committee member Linda Galarneau 
initially raised the issue of aging textbooks 
at the meeting when she asked Sapelli if 
$21,000 for new high school biology text- 
books was added to the proposed budget. 

Sapelli said the textbooks — requested 
by Agawam High School Principal Steve 
Lemanski and discussed at a budget and fi- 
nance subcommittee meeting earlier in the 
month — are in his budget. Replacement text- 
books are needed to match new curriculum 
standards that will be fully implemented in 
September. 

Galarneau said her concern is that without 
current textbooks, students won’t have the 
strong skills they need, particularly in sci- 
ence and math. She said she was surprised 
to learn that one science textbook dates back 
to 1999. 

“IT know there is only so much money to 
go around, but I just feel there should be 
more conversation about this. Kids need 
updated books,” said Galarneau, who added 
that she has a reputation for being “fiscally 
responsible.” 

Committee member Wendy Rua said she 
was glad the issue was raised, but wanted 
a “more thorough” explanation of textbook 
needs before the committee votes on the 
budget. 

“Before I would vote on anything, I would 
want to prioritize with numbers in front of 
me,” she said 

Sapelli and Allison LeClair, assistant su-

perintendent, said they are compiling a list 
of textbooks. LeClair said years ago when 
the district had curriculum coordinators, in- 
ventory lists were more up-to-date, but with 
budget cuts they “fell by the wayside.” Now, 
with common core facilitators, LeClair said 
inventory lists will likely be reinstituted. 

Diane Juzba, the budget and finance sub- 
committee chair, said the committee “feels 
very strongly” about the textbook issue. She 
asked LeClair for a more definitive list of 
what is absolutely needed in the FY14 bud- 
get at the March 26 meeting. “It could be 
higher than just the $21,000,” said Juzba. 

LeClair said teachers have been doing 
“extensive” work to put together programs 
that are “solid” and provide students with the 
materials they need — without relying just on 
textbooks. 

She said elementary teachers engage stu- 
dents in learning about science by using lit- 
eracy projects and nonfiction reading on top- 
ics like dinosaurs, the Earth, or the planets. 
“Elementary teachers are great at developing 
resources. I don’t want to give the impres- 
sion that they aren’t doing science — because 
they are.” 

LeClair said middle school teachers asked 
that new textbook purchases be delayed 
another year because national science stan- 
dards for those grades — unlike high school 
grades — aren’t finalized. “They don’t want 
us to buy something that could change in the 
next year or two,” she said. 

“IT understand what we’re doing now to 
catch up — and I understand that we need to 
prioritize,” said Bonavita. “But it’s still dis- 
turbing to sit here and think that we’re now 
in 2013 and we’re trying to catch up from the 
1990s. That’s a long time.”

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funds and will consist of on- and off-road bi- 
cycle facilities connecting the existing River 
Walk to Main Street and resulting in a five- 
mile loop. 

Prior to construction, however, the town has 
to obtain necessary construction and perma- 
nent easements along School Street, Dachos 
said, adding that her office had done “exten- 
sive outreach” to affected property owners. 

The town is responsible for obtaining 75 
easements, she said, adding that of those, 60 
are temporary and 15 are permanent. Eight 
are town-owned properties and 36 were do- 
nated. Only 29 people declined to donate the 
easements, she said. 

The total cost of the landtaking will amount 
to $58,052, and will be paid for through Chap- 
ter 90 funds, she said. 

School Street resident Richard Melloni Jr. 
spoke in opposition of the project at Monday’s 
meeting, but assured the council that it was not 
because he wouldn’t give up his land. 

“T don’t care about the land,’ he said. “T 
care about the safety of the people.” 

Melloni — a lifelong resident of Agawam — 
said he believes widening the street and add- 
ing a bike path will create problems for both 
mail and trash services. In addition, many 
drivers use School Street as a cut through, 
traveling at excessive speeds, which could 
potentially put pedestrians and bikers at risk, 
he said. 

But Dachos stated the opposite during a 
follow-up interview after the public hearing 
closed. 

“The project is very necessary because 
School Street is a very dangerous road for 
pedestrians and bicyclists,’ she said. “The 
River Walk Loop Project will improve safety 
significantly.” 

The city council unanimously passed the 
resolution authorizing the land-taking as 
well as the resolution to accept donated ease- 
ments. 

City Council President Christopher John- 
son thanked those residents who donated 
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their land. 

“That’s very generous when you think of 
the money involved,” he said. 

“T am very appreciative of the fact that the 
council unanimously voted to approve the 
easements,” Dachos said. “It shows to me a 
high degree of support for the project.” 


Sewer issue bubbles to the surface 

Four resolutions and one ordinance relat- 
ing to the Southwest Area Sewer Project were 
once again tabled at the city council meeting 
Monday, March 18, pending a workshop on 
the matter. 

Shelley Lane resident Douglas Reed, a vo- 
cal proponent of the Feeding Hills sewer proj- 
ect, addressed the council, asking for some 
kind of resolution on the matter. 

“Ignoring the citizens on this issue is horren- 
dous,” Reed said during “‘citizen’s speak time.” 
He went on to state that the town expended a 
great deal of money and energy on other proj- 
ects throughout town that do not have a direct 
impact on homeowners, but is, for the most 
part, ignoring the sewer issue, which he stated 
was “not acceptable.” 

According to Reed, in the last five years, 
the town has seen 74 septic failures. He urged 
the council to consider the mandatory con- 
nection ordinance before them. 

“Do we want to face another 74 [septic fail- 
ures] in the next five years?” he asked. 

Red Fox Drive resident John Cappuccilli 
also spoke in favor of the sewer project, stat- 
ing that the residents with septic systems are 
currently “on the bottom of the food chain for 
real estate values.” Buyers today are educat- 
ed, and they aren’t willing to buy a property 
with a septic system because of the potential 
future problems, he said. 

“T am for mandatory hookups, but we have 
got to take into consideration people who 
replaced their septic systems,’ Cappuccilli 
said. 

The septic issue remains on the city council 
table, however, pending a council workshop 
to be held in April, said Johnson. A date for 
that workshop was not set at presstime.

Second Chance Animal Shelter will be 
holding a rabies vaccination and microchip 
clinic on Saturday, March 30, at the Aga- 
wam Police Station from 9 to 11 a.m. 

“Agawam hasn’t had a rabies clinic in a 
long time,” said Allison Strong, Agawam’s 
animal control officer. “We have positive 
cases of rabies in Agawam every year and 
it’s very important to make sure your ani- 
mals are protected, thus protecting you and 
your family from exposure to the deadly vi- 
rus. It is also the state law for animals to be 
vaccinated.” 

Second Chance is a nonprofit shelter lo- 
cated in the Brookfields that helps with 
adoptions, spay/neuter services and offers 
other programs in the region to help make 
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the lives of pets and their owners better. 
Their Pet Wellness and Education Center in 
North Brookfield holds a clinic each week to 
help low-income pet owners keep their ani- 
mals up to date. 

“It’s amazing how many people walk 
through our doors every single Wednesday 
and they come from everywhere,” said Mi- 
chelle Graveline, Wellness Center manager. 
“We see that there is a need, so we decided 
to reach out to animal control officers and 
towns in a 50- to 100-mile radius to say that 
we do this, we do it really well and that we’d 
like to help out with spring rabies clinics. 
Agawam was very excited to have us come 
out so we’re headed that way!” 

The clinic will be open to everyone. Pet 
owners do not need to be a resident of Aga- 
wam or Feeding Hills to attend. 

Rabies vaccinations will cost $12. Mi- 


crochipping includes the microchip implant 
and initial registration for $20. Payment is 
cash only. 2013 dog licenses for residents of 
Agawam will also be issued at this event. 

“We ask that dogs be leashed and cats 
be secured in carriers. If someone needs a 
cat carrier they can contact animal control 
to borrow one,” said Strong, who can be 
reached directly by calling 726-9751. 

Rabies vaccines must be kept current as 
required by law. This clinic is a great oppor- 
tunity to update dog and cat vaccinations. If 
your pet is eligible for a three-year vaccina- 
tion, please bring prior vaccination informa- 
tion. 

“We are in no way a replacement for your 
veterinarian and we make that very clear,” 
said Graveline. “We’re trying to help people 
and it’s very important that animals have 
yearly check-ups and go to the vet regularly

in case there are any issues. Your vet has a 
history with you and your animal. We offer 
our services for a lesser cost because it’s all 
that we do.” 

With low overhead, Second Chance ad- 
ditionally defers the costs for pet owners in 
need with the help of grants and donations 
from the community.

One-hundred-percent of the funds raised benefit Dana-

Cancer Research, which supports cornerstone science re- 
search in its earliest stages, providing researchers with criti- 
cal resources to test their leading-edge ideas. Findings from 
Barr program research can provide novel clinical insights as 
well as the results necessary to seek additional federal fund- 
ing.

AGAWAM -—- Agawam over- 
came one major hurdle this sea- 
son, so why not add another big 
one. 

The Agawam hockey team 
won its first-ever state champion- 
ship when they defeated Grafton

Pat Lorden would put Graf- 
ton, which plays a co-opera- 
tive program with Blackstone 
Valley Tech, in the lead with a 
breakaway goal less than three 
minutes into the game. Grafton 
had dominated possession early 
in the game and a thru pass was 
met by Lorden and he outskated 
the Agawam defense and shot on 
goalie Anthony Ascioti. 

But Agawam was able to over- 
come the speed of Grafton the 
rest of the game. 

They scored their first goal on 
a rebound corralled by Zach Cir- 
costa. Circosta flicked the puck 
in between the pads of the goalie. 
The puck slowly crossed the goal 
line for the score to make it 1-1. 

Grafton came out in the sec- 
ond period shooting. Ascioti had 
to make several quality saves in 
a row as the Agawam defense 
was challenged early. Later in 
the period with 7:50 left in the

AGAWAM - For 12-year-old 
Sydney Winters, the upcoming 
high school competition is going 
to be a smooth transition. 

Winters is in just the sixth grade, 
and is already making up a resume 
of accolades at the youth level 
swimming with the local Agawam 
Piranhas and also with USA Swim- 
ming through the Mei’s Typhoons 
Swimming Club.

Division until 2005 when they were moved 
down to Division 3A to better compete. 

During the past five years, numbers have 
improved greatly and the Brownies have 
reached the Western Mass. finals in five of 
the last six years. Four times, they would 
lose to South Hadley (formerly Holyoke), 
but would run over the Fay Division and 
Division 3A competition. For the past three 
years, Agawam did not lose in the Fay Di- 
vision, suffering just one tie playing Green- 
field, Belchertown, Amherst, and Easthamp- 
ton twice per year. 

Independent games on the schedule includ- 
ed a yearly matchup with West Springfield. 
This season, Agawam added independent 
games against Longmeadow and Westfield 
in order to increase their competition level. 
Agawam would lose just 4-2 against Long- 
meadow, a perennial playoff team. They tied 
Westfield, the Division 3 state champions, 2- 
2 on a miracle goalie performance by Chris 
Walles. 

Feeley referenced the numbers are a driv- 
ing force behind Agawam’s recent success 
and their decision to pursue movement to 
Division 3. 

Depth tells the story of Agawam state 
championship run. This season, goals came 
from 15 different players. 12 of those play- 
ers scored four goals or more. Many of 
the players making up Agawam’s depth are 


sophomores and juniors and will be back 
next season. 

“Agawam hockey has participated in the 
Berry Division in the past,” said Feeley. “And 
we are looking forward to the opportunity to 
consistently participate in the Berry again. 
We have been looking to make this move for 
a few years now, but because the process will 
only be dealt with every four years (by law 
stipulation), we were not in a position to be 
considered for any adjustment.” 

Feeley said he believes the Brownies are 
ready for the increased competition as evi- 
dence by their play this past season. 

“I do hope that when it happens it will 
result with us having the opportunity to 
play against the best public school competi- 
tion consistently in our region,” said Feeley. 
“T would expect that the kids are going to be 
excited about getting to the opportunity to 
play the Berry schools more often.” 

If Agawam moves to the Berry Division, 
they would meet Longmeadow, Westfield, 
West Springfield, Ludlow, Minnechaug, and 
East Longmeadow twice per season. 

Athletics Director David Stratton con- 
firmed the school would be pursuing the di- 
visional and league moves.

The Piranhas provided Winters with her first 
swimming experience and have been a part 
of her swimming practices since that time. 

Winters biggest accomplishments came 
during a recent championship meet, the New 
England 12 and under Swim Championships 
held at White River Junction, Vt. 

The event ran from Feb. 28 to March 3 and 
featured some of the top youth swimmers in 
the entire region. 

“Tt was a very difficult competition and 
there are a lot of serious swimmers involved 


in the meet,” said John Winters. 

Sydney participated in nine different indi- 
vidual events, and placed second four times, 
had two fourth place finishers, and a sixth 
place finish. 

In addition to that major competition, she 
has participated in competitions in Mary- 
land, Virginia, and at Penn State. 

John Winters said the “zone” competi- 
tions in Maryland and Virginia will be her 
next pursuit in the upcoming season. 

As of now, the young swimmer attends 
Roberta Doering Middle School in Agawam 
and currently intends to go Agawam High 
School in two years, where she will hope to 
become a significant contributor to the Aga- 
wam high school swimming team. 

Among the several events she currently 
participates in, Winters has great expertise in 
the 100-yard breaststroke and the 200-yard 
backstroke.

Cragg said he knows last year’s winner, 
Zach Hine of South Hadley, from other rac- 
es, and knew he was competing on “Hine’s 
turf.” 

“T know this is Zach’s course,” said Cragg. 
“Tt was pretty fun coming out here. I am 
pretty happy with the results.” 

His girlfriend, Hastings, was the top fin- 
isher for the females, winning with a time 
of 33:31. 

“T did not know what to expect,” said Hast- 
ings, who donned a few layers for the race. 
She enjoys being in the colder weather to run 
and said the conditions were just what she 
wanted. “I get really hot when I am running 
so this weather was perfect for me.” 

She said the course was difficult with 
some of the hills, but she is pleased to come 
away with a victory. 

Following Cragg at 29:25 was last year’s 
runner-up Philemon Terer. The Kenyan 
trailed Hine prior to the fourth mile before 
Cragg took the lead and pulled away. Hine, 
wearing number one after finishing first 
overall last year, would place third with a 
time of 29:28. 

Hine’s finishing time was 9 seconds off 
his pace from last year, but was not enough 
to overcome Terer this year. 

Hine won the 2012 race, becoming one of 
the first local competitors to win the race in 
several years.
